WALKING CHALK LINE

S “AS?“E 10 BE TRAFFIG RULE

Denies One Man Is ‘White,’
Calls Naturalization of Two
Others Illegal.’

© WasHINGTON, Nov. 13.—The Supreme |
Court of the United States declded to-
day that Japanese canndt be natural-
ized in the United States and cannot
become cltizens of this country.

It was the court's first const#icture
ol Federal statutes bearing on the
subject, and the decislon was the flrst
delivered by Justice Sutherland as &
member of the court. It was handed
down in a case brothght by Takao
Ozawa, who in 1044 applled for eiti-
zenship In Hawail, No reference was
made to the “gentlemen's agreement,”
under which Japanese Immigration
into the country has been regulated.

The Government dld not obdect to the
argument of the casa when It was
ronched at this term, and the court ad-
vanced and heard at the sama time the
case brought by Takujl Yamashita and
Charles Hio Kono, agalnst the SBecretary
of Btate of Washington.

Naturalized Illegally.

In the latter case the two Japaness
had been naturabized by a superlor court
of Washington prior to 1006, the date of
ihe present TFederal naturalization

statute, and at a timo when it was con-
ceded mectlon 2169 of the Revised
Statutes, which restrict naturalization
to “fres white persons” and those of
African birth or descent, was in full
foree,

In Ozawa case the court stated
that “there 1s not implied——either in the
iegislation or (n our Interpretation of it
—any suggestion of Individual unworthi-
nesy or racial Inferiority, These con-
siderations ara In no manner involved.”

1t also n!ernd to the “gomplimentary"”
rerma t:;m th; . “‘hi.u ui;%l pabec
presen to cour @ eulture
enlightenment of ‘the Japanese people.”
‘With such an estimate, the court sagd,
it had “no reawon to disagree.” Buch
matters, however, Justice Sutherland
stated, could not enter into the decision
of the case,

“We have no function in the matter,”
he eald, “other than to asce the will
of Congrees and declare it."

Nestricting Section Upheld.

The two questions declded were
whether the general naturalimation act
of June 29, 1806, was lmited the
provisions of Section 2189 of the' revised
statutes, authorizing the nsturalization

of “free white persons” and those of
African birth and descent. and whether,
It so Umited, Japancse weare oligible to
paturalization. In an exhaustive analy-
sig of the history of the leglsiation *he
court held tiat Section 2160 was In
tull foree, and that under it Japanesa
could not oblain cltizenship In  thid
country.

The court siated that “in all of the
naturallsation acts fran 1780 to 1906,
the privilege of naturalization was con-
tined to white persons, with the addi-
tion in 1870 of those of African na'lv-
ity dnd descent, aithough the wxaat
wording of the \'ur!.rmn atatutes was not
always the same."’

“If Congreas {n 1008," it addedl, “de-
sired to alter a rule so well and so long
established [t may be assumed *hat ts
purpose would have been dofinitely dis-
closed and its legislation to that end
put in unmistakable terma’

Interpret Intent of Congress,

Declaring that It I8 the duty of the
court “to glve effect ¢ ‘tha Inlent df
Congress,” the opinlon detarmined the
intent "by glving the words thelr natu-
ral significance. Empharizging tha long
eatablished poliey of Congress to reatrict
naturalizat] under Hection 2169 the
conurt fuund it “inconcelvable thig a
rule in force from the beginning I the
Government, a part .of our listory s
woll a8 our law, welded intc the strue-
ture of our national policy by a cen-
tury of legislative and ndministrative
acts and Judicial decls'onw would have
been deprived of ita forcn In such &
dublous and casunl fazalon'™

Having sustalned section 2180, the
court then proceeded to discuss whether
Iapanese are “free white persons® with-
in the meaning of tho statute, It wam
the Intention of Congress, the cotirt held,
“to confer the privilega of citizenstip
vupon that class of persons whom the
tathers knew as white, and to deny It
1o all who could not be so clasalfied."

Only White and Riack Tacladed.

“It in not enough,” it added, “to say
that the framers fof the law) did not
have in mind the brown or yellow races
of Asia. Tt in neceseary to go further
and be able to say that had these par-
ticular races been suggested the lan-
guage of the act would have been wo
varied aa to Include them within Its
privileges. . . . If it be assumed
that ths opinion of the framers was that
tha only person who would fall sutside
the designation ‘whites’ were negroes
and Indlans, this would go no further
than to demonstrate their lnck of sufM-
clent Information to enable them to
foresse precisely who would be axcluded
hy that term In the subsequent adminis-
tratlon of the statute'

Having ascertaltied whom Congress
lntended to Include “it follows™ ths
eourt added, "am & necessary corollary
that all others ara fo be excluded.”

In disoussing the phrase "free white
persons,” as it appears in the statute,
